Flftr Ltt«tr Giants Takf Part In »he 


Game and It Often iMMtM 


for Day*. 


Chinamen are generally not credited 


with being quick to accept innovations, 
so that when it is said that northern 
China boasts of several football teams, 
a good deal oi surprise will be evinced. 
Vet football is no new game among 
the celestials, at least among those of 
Ihem who inhabit northern China, and 
lias been in existence a number of 
years. 


Of course, the game is not played ex- 


actly according to intercollegiate rules, 
and "a basket, or something which looks 
like one, replaces the modern football. 
The Chinamen, besides, have no goals, 
and the gridiron is replaced by the 
street of the town in which the deadly 
combat is waged, with 50 lusty celes- 
tials on a side. 


There is not a man among them, how- 


ever, who is not six feet high, and 
several of them are three inches taller, 
while their average weight is about 200 
pounds. 
The men who form the team 


nre inhabitants of northern China and 
nre typical of the race of giants pro- 
duced in that part of the world. 


Lined up against them the knights 


of the gridiron of Yale or Princeton 
would appear as a team of pygmies, and 
the Chinese giants would give the col- 
lepians a battle royal if they could be 
nduced to appear on an American foot- 
ill field. Aclub with a collective weight 
: 2.000 pounds could carry everything 
efore it. 
The main idea in the Chinese game 
f football, as in the American, is to 
arry the wickerwork basket into the 
pponent's end of the town, and this is 
ften done by stealth as well as b> 
riite force. " There are no £»-mimitc 
alves, but the game is continued until 
ne side accomplishes its purpose, and 
t often lasts for days. 


The hundred combatants are scat- 
ered over the town, and each provided 
\ith whistles, which they blow in order

Was What Mr. Myers Said When 


Handling Dynamite. 


In speaking of the accident at Eeu- 


ney in which Matthew Myers lost his 
life, the Kenney Gazette gives the fol- 
lowing particulars: 


"Ho had just returned from dinner 


to his work and was heating the 
dynaniito aud getting it ready for use. 
Ho had a fire in a shovel in one hand 
and a stick of dynamite ill tho other. 
The explosive had begun to molt and 
one of his hands, William McDormau, 
made tho remark that ho would be 
blowed to atoms with dynamite some 
day, and he said: 'Thoro's no danger, 
see that's afire now,' and held up a 
stick. Mr. HcDorman turned to go 
to work and heard an explosiou, fol- 
lowed by a second tremendous ex- 
plosion, being caused by the shock 
from the first, causing about 12 pounds 
of dynamite, which was in a basket 
at his feet, to go off, mangling him 
terribly and blowing his right log, 
below the knee, into atoms, pieces of 
which were found over 100 yards from 
whore tho accident occurred."
